; The Black Panther Party filed a 
•$100 million class action suit yester* 
’day against nearly two dozen present 
or former high federal officials, charg- 
ing them with actions since 1967 to de> 
^troy the party and its members. 

• At a news conference. Black Pan- 
-^her Chairman Elaine Brown said the 
suit was filed in the hope it would end 
.hine years of government harassment 
•of the party. 

I ‘Through this lawsuit we Intend to 
:bring an end to a long, national night- 
•mare, exposing that the most extreme 
and violent actions were employed by 
high government officials against citi- 
;zens of this nation,” she said. 

• "We hope the C^er administration 
twill live up to. its campaign promises 
to provide sunshine” in the govern- 
ment and disclose what has been hap- « 
pening since 1967. she said 

; The suit, filed in behalf of the party 
*and families of party members alleged 
'to have been killed because of govern- 


ment action, named present and for- 
mer officials of the FBI. Central Intel- 
ligence Agency, Treasury Department, 
Internal Revenue Service, Army and 
U.S. Postal Service. 

Among those named as defendants 
in the suit: FBI Director Clarence M. 
Kelley and a predecessor, J. Edgar 
Hoover; CIA Director George Bush 
and two former directors; Attorney 
General Edward H. Levi; former At- 
torney General John Mitchell; Robert 
-Mardian, a former assistant attorney 
general and a Watergate figure; the 
current ^mmissioner and former 
commissioners of the Internal Reve- 
nue Sendee; former Army Secretary 
Howard H. Callaway; Harold R. Aaron, [ 
assistant chief of staff for Army in- i 
telligence; Postmaster General Benja- i 
min F. Ballar and Winton M. Blount, I 
one of his predecessors, and Treasury • 
Secretary William E. Simon and two 
of his officials.
